Since on Friday, May 2, I reported to you the latest develop- 
ments on the spectre suit now before Judge Pratt and you did not 
then inform ms of this pending press conference. It is apparent that 
you intended to conceal it from me. 

In view of this, I have no alternative but to resign my 
position as legal counsel for the Committee to Investigate Assassi- 
nations. I resign also from the Committee * s Board of Directors.
